Mr. La\iitcr sat »at dinner wtli bis family, which 
consisted of ^ilmsclf, Rvs \vifc and dangRter. 

It will pcrha^)s bo intere'<ting to describe the in-» 
dividnals of which this group consisted before w'o 
proceed further. 

Mr. La vat or was a tall, fair, good-looking man, 
broad-shouldered and nin->cularly built. Natur.ally of 
a strong constitution, ho liad in^ igorated it still fur- 
ther by pedestrian exercise. Of a genial disposition, 
kind and trustful, his amiability won aU who came 
into contact with him. 

lie came of a good family. His father had been 
u merchant in tho good old days, and bad agencies at 
Bareilly and Delhi. His grandfather was a Jersey 
gentleman, who snt with Vansittart and others as a 
member of tho Supremo Council of tho Governor of 
Bengal, at tho period when Warren Hastings 'ruled 
over tho destinies of the Company' 's dominions. But 
tho fortunes of tho family' had been reduced to a low 
ohh, so that Lavater was fain to earn his living as a 
clerk in tho klagistr ale’s office. Ho was a man of 
humble deportment. His pride lay in a ccn’^ciousnc-^s 
that ho lived honestly; his source of honour lay' from 
within and not from without. Ho was content witli 
his hiinplo iiiean» of living, and w.ts never so happy 
ns when in tho bosom of his family' ho s.it down to 
his ON cuing meal. 

Though rodoeed in circumstances, he still retained 
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the pride of birth Ho was particnhrly distrastfnl 
of natives, and, though he vras always affable ho never 
permitted his wife or daughter to appear before them 
Hi 3 wife, too, cailie of a respectable I idian family 
Her father belonged to good Hoyalist atobk m the 
pTovmce of Champagne Tranoo and ran away from 
home ULe so many others when the Frenoa Revolution 
*of 1789 broke out to pursue the life of a military 
adventurer in India He firat served the Nizam un- 
der Raymond and, on the death of that General trans- 
ferred his sword successively to the Chiefs of Bhopal, 
Gwahor, and Joypore Winle serving the last-named 
Prince he killed in a hand to hand fi^t the Rajah of 
hladhogarh and took possession of his sword — a blade 
of rare water which was preserved in the family 
until 1857 when it was plundered by the rebels 
bubsequently he was associated ivith Bkmner, Hearsey, 
Stewart Carnegie and others m serving the H E I 
Co and was attached to the Cavalry Division com- 
manded by Colonel Gardiner under Lord Lake On 
the conclusion of the second Mahratta "War ho re- 
tired bn a Captam ? pension and settled doivn at Pat 
na He afterwards fixed his residence at Bareilly w 
the capacity of a landed proprietor and medical prac-

Bat 
though defeated and despersed, they wore up in arms 
again, and threatened to commit depredations even in 
the city. 

The rule of the Nawhb Qadar Ali Khan was daily 
becoming unpopular.

It is held usually on the occasion of child-birth, 
the second Umshi,'^^ or a marriage. \Vben a son is 
boro, the female friends of the mother or Jaccha^^ 
come to the house, and keep up the chatt **, which is 
a period of six or seven da\s following the event, at 
the end of which the mother leaves her bed, and 
bathes.

tical Agent sent them to Sbahjahanpore via X ateh- 
garh Ihere they met Hr Redman who brought on 
the orderly with bim to bhahjahanpore Hothcr wept 
to SCO the familial handwritm^ of her brother, an I 
to read his letter which was lull of affection it© an- 
xiety lor our welfaio an 1 contained be ides a pressing 
invitation to come to him to Bhurtpore where sho 
would find a home for the rest of her life

Cocky's mother related to ns tho experiences of 
hcrsell and her =pn, and which 1 shall try^to gi\oas 
uriefly as possible in her omtii words. ‘'For six 
mouths and a half we lued under the protection of 
AkKin Klcan nnd w ere not seriou<d} motested, except 
that the 1 id’s tern pdr was often tiled bj rudo jokes 
practiced upon him. For instance, when ho fell sick 
onco, the j oung men of the hou‘‘o recommended that 
^ should bo made to drink a powder comiiounded of 
•hirangis’ bones. Meanwhile tlioso who thirsted for 
nnr blood were busy at tbo Nan ab scar. At their 
yj^^*fintion, AUkan, Khan was ordered to proceed to 
•t ilibtnt. Deprived thus of the protection of our 
Only friend, v o were driven out of tbo house and 
ned to A small Milage named Ivatiii, where for two 
ilavs and nights we sub-isted upon begginfi in tho 
public street Wijnow thought of l^e-ho Lai, the 
mfluontiil ZainlniHr of Ihichdeon, whom wo had 
known before Wo at once made np our minds to 
fie to him. We accordingly begged of the chamdr 
chauktdir of IvntiA to take us to Fachdeoid, proinis- 
mg to pi> him two annas tor this seralcc Before 
had reached Pachdeora, howeser, this miscreant 
drew out his sword and donnndcd instant pajinent 
of the two aunts or ho would cut off our head- We 
re ichtd Piclideora about midnight and wore kindly 
recoued b} Ko^ho Ld, who gaie us a separate 
hon-o to live m and othorwi-e m.is mindful of mir 
comfort*. Tim- wo lued'on for four months or more 
when tho Nawdbvont a force of two Utmans to take 
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Tw dead or alne Itno%N bocnmo necessary to clian^o 
our residence but where wore wo to go to? KesboHl 
told off four of hi3 peasants to attend on us but though 
these did not allow us to want for food, wo had to 
hide about from jungle to jungle, and wandered about 
through the lands of IlSbeld and^ Midnpur hunted 
down by 'our blood thirsty pursuers, as if our 
lives could make tho least dift^reuco to the Nawdb 
At length we heard a rumour that rarrnkhAbdd 
had been occupied by the British, and that Shahja- 
hanpore would soon be ♦ So ono daj Cocky wrote a 
few lines on a bit of tissue paper addre^^od to the 
British General Commanding at Tatobgarh inform-' 
ing him of the jeopardy of our situation and soliciting 
his protection Tho missive was twisted into a rope 
used for drawing water and was despatched b} a 
barber who was promised a rdward if no handed it 
safely to the General It reached its des ination dnlj 
tho messenger was rewarded and brought hack a 
^rtrioitna addressed to Kesholal enjoining on him the 
dnty of protecting us and throatamng retnhntion if 
a hair of our head wa injured This was rather hard 
on poor Kesholal 1 thinl for thongh ho had even 
de ire to give us shelter he lacked the power It 
had however a v&ry salutary effect upon all who 
heard of it I was enabled to live w th Ke«holal a
